b. Inbound and outbound tines crossing 85V. 

3. The emergency call sign is furnished Commander, Naval late, 
Key west, not later than one hour prior to initial penetration via 
coded telephone call from ? reject Headquarters. Through prior 

this call also verified that the li-2 will be operating 
in the Cuba area.

A. It is neat important that the Commander, Naval A Base, 
Guantanamo be furnished sufficient information in order that he can 
provide the following support in the event an emergency landing is 
required at his station: 


a. Provide fighter aircraft on condition TWO alert for 
escort in the event en emergency landing la attempted or a ditching 
or bailout in the vicinity of Guantanamo is necessary. Pilots 
should be briefed to escort 6*2 aircraft from coast out point to 
Guantanamo. No penetration of Cuba by fighter aircraft authorised. 


(1) Pilot will be briefed to transmit MAYDAY and 
assigned emergency cell sign on both 243.0 (Emergency) 
and 360.2 me (Guantanamo tower primary frequency) 
stating position, heading, intentions, and request aid 
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(2) If an emergency land leg la attempted at 
Guantanamo the pilot will approach fro© the south 
through the established corridor. 

(3) la the event the aircraft is forced down 
from high altitude the pilot is briefed that he can 
expect fighter cover after coast out point from 
approximately 40,000 ft to surface, if such aid Is 
requested , 

(4) Under normal conditions , the B-2 can glide 
to several bases around Cuba; therefore, Guantanamo 
is to be used only as a last resort alternative. 

5. If an emergency landing Is made at either Guantanamo or Key 
West the aircraft should to placed under guard and under cover if 
possible and the pilot should be provided assistance to notify his 
briefed coataeta. If the pilot is injured and Is unable to contact 
Project Headquarters, the station Commander should notify CIHCLAKT 
to pees the date to OPCKK, SMERGSSCY PRICE D8HCE. The mission may 
to identified in message traffic by the emergency call sign or the 
tall number of the aircraft. 

6. la the event the 3-2 is forced to make an emergency landing 

at (htantaname- HAS, in the vicinity of Guantacuro ; ley West or vicinity; 
or if a MAYDAY is received by Key West or Guantanamo from the U-2 the 
first notification of such an incident should be made to Project Head- 
quarters Operational Control Center (OPCKfi) by cal ling Washington D.C., 
phone number 356-8530. if Guantanarto la unable to call directly it is 
requested the Information be passed to Conaander, Naval Base, Key West 
by Single Side Sand Radio Communications and Key West relay by phone 
to OPCEK in Washington. The aircraft side number or call sign should 
be seed without identifying aircraft type.
